THE PROPOSED DAIRY LICENSE 


A communication was published 
in Saturday’s Bulletin protesting 
against the proposal to place a 
license fee of $20 per year on 
vendors of milk and cream with- 
in the city limits. The ground 
was well taken by the writer that 
the imposition of such fee would 
practically prohibit the sale of 
milk or cream by private citizens 
and farmers and thus throw the 
entire milk business of the city 
into the hands of the dairymen.

stuted. 

The Bulletin is not disposed 
to quarrel with the proposal to 
establish a rigid inspection of 
food products but dissents from 
the position that the privilege 
of such inspection must be paid 
for by the practical establishment 

ofa monopoly. Of al! articles

most liable to communicate dis- 
ease and the citizens may with 
no intention of working hardship 
to the dairymen demand an im- 
partial and thorough examination 
into the origin, constituents and 
previous environment of the My 
liquids offered them under these "A 
names.
